The name Tannou Touva is 
somewhat mysterious as weH as 
quit* difficult to locate on a map 
but, if you knew its more common 
name of Outer Mongolia, you 
would not have any trouble in 
finding It, Tannou Touva or Outer 
Mongolia lies between the sc-gth.- 
ern border of Siberia, and north- 
west of Inner or Chinese Mongolia 

somewhere In the central portion 
of Asia. 

Now that we have loeeted 
Tannou Touva, let's find out about 
iti inhabitants end what they do 
for a livino. The country for the 
most ea/t !*/*.*- ^y^eTTfe**^ with a 
good po*£eli of it unexplored. 
Large/ mountain ranges mostly 
■ covj^ad by sn#w all year long, 
lock the entire country in on all 
four tides. The land within these 
mountains is a large plateau cov- 
ered with takes and rough coun- 
try. Tha elimete during the winter 
months It severe, everaging 12 

degrees below iero and during 
the summer averages 66 degrees. 
In other words, the severe win- 
ters end its inacessibiliiy discour- 
ages people to settle in Tainou 
Touva. There ere however hardy 

fieople living there but they ere 
or the most part Mongolian tribes. 
These tribes live in tents or rrvake- 
flfflt huts and eairn their livlihood 
by raising sheep, ponies, and 
reindeer They do not rtmiin in 
one place long for whenever they 
need new grating lands for their 
animals they just pack up and 
Ueve. In addition to Mongolian 

tribes, there 6t§ Turkic a net Chi 
net* and a mixture of all three. 

In 191 I. with the Vail of the 
Chinese Empire, Outer Mongolia 

declared itt independence In 

1924, a republic fashioned on the 
Soviet Russian style. was put into 
effect. Since then there has been 
« steady influx of Russian inhabi- 
tants. 

Stamps of Tannou Touva ere 

manufactured in Russia and most 

of them ere sold to stamp collect- 
ors, as few Mongolians can either 

read or «mte.
